States. 
Recognising the facts discov­ 
ered by the m onetary Investigation we 
sought to protect ourselves against

“In bringing about this readjustm ent, 
we consider it Indispensably necessary, 
and a m atter of first im portance, th at 
all banks shall lim it their loans to 
producing and enterprise, absolutely 
declining all speculative loans and re­ 
ducing to a m inim um loans of an in­ 
vestment nature. 
It appears equally 
essential th a t all banks, having redis­ 
counts or 
ow ing 
borrowed 
money, 
should 
im m ediately 
take 
effective 
steps to secure liquidation. 
It seems 
propert to suggest to the banks th at 
before m aking com m itm ents for the 
new yeqr, they should give careful a t­ 
tention to the above suggestions as 
their ability 
to take 
care of any and all loans made with 
out resorting to borrow ing from the 
Federal Reserve Bank. 
If It becomes 
necessary to lim it borrow ings by mem­ 
ber banks we shall not hesitate to do 
<o, 
B anks should lim it th eir borrow­ 
ings to the lowest am ount possible, 
and send us only such paper as Miere 
is reason to believe will be actually 
retired a t its m aturity.” 
These letters began In May, 1920, 
and have continued in practically the 
same tone from the Federal Reserve 
Board to th eir member hanks from 
th at tim e until now.

In the Fall of 1858 a large hand of 
Indians passed through the country 
from Brown county going into l*am- 
pasas, and from there into Bell. 
On 
the head of Owl creek, they killed 
and scalped two 
men, 
Brown 
nnd 
Fierce, and whipped a little l«t»y se­ 
verely that was with them* two men 
they killed the upper part of Cor­ 
yell county. 
The Indians divided into three wpiads 
each squad having a large bunch of 
horse». 
One squad went up L««»n, on«' 
up Cowhouse, and one up Lampasas 
with an understanding to come to­ 
gether at Balt Creek mountain wane 
twenty miles west of Comanche town. 
The stpiad that passed up the Le<»n 
were discovered lat«* one evening by 
the mail carrier. 
The Indians «lid not 
see him, so he put spurs to his inule 
and ran seven or eight mil**» as hard 
as he could in order to reach Elisha 
Bancroft’s. 
lie arriv«*d th«»re aft«*r «lark and <1«*- 
tailed the facts. 
Bancroft proceeded 
at one«* to dispatch th«* news t«» all in 
rea«*h. and about ten o’clock that night, 
ten or twelve of the Comanche boys 
were in their «««lilies aixl riding at a 
rapid gait to Salt creek, this point be­ 
ing their destination. The hoys thought 
that by reaching this point lx»fore day 
light the Indians could !*» discovered 
and intercepted as they passed in the 
morning. 
During tin* niglit a col«l, fretting 
norther I dew up, but it was not suf­ 
ficient to »top the hoys.
